There have been several changes in the teaching force 
during the year, much to the regret of your committee. 

Some of our teachers left because of illness, others to 
enter the Nashua Training school. 

The per cent. of attendance has been good and the ad- 
vancement made in the schools has been very satisfactory. 

During the year a Kelsey furnace was placed in District 
No. 9 which has easily heated the building. 

No new text books were introduced this year in the dis- 
trict schools.

The Institute opened for the fall term, Sept. 10, 1906, with 
an enrollment of 32 students, of whom 23 were from the 
Town of Merrimack. The daily attendance has been 22 
or 95 per cent. 

A new course of study, approved by Supt. Henry C. Mor- 
rison was adopted and a full assortment of scientific appara- 
tus was obtained for the course in physics. 

Seven large wall maps were also secured for the classes 
in ancient and modern history. 

As a result of these improvements the Institute was 
placed on the list of approved high schools and academies 
of New Hampshire. 

The students are making good progress in all departments 
and a strong interest in the work is manifested throughout 
the school. 

Several branches of study requiring constant use of the 
black-boards would be much more satisfactory if the boards 
could be replaced by slate.
